A great many people think it® 


matters but little what they be- 
lieve or preach just so they are 


_ sincere in what they believe and 


live an upright, moral life. The 
inspired apostle, however, de- 
clares in the above text that it 
is of tremendous importance 
that we believe and teach ac- 
cording to the true doctrine 
that he had delivered to us. 
If an angel from heaven should 
preach any other than that he 
had preached or Christ had re- 
vealed “Let him be accursed.” 
Though a man be as an angel 
of light and his ideas and opin- 
ions are not according to the 
Sacred Book we are not to re- 
ceive them. 

The Gospel has for its funda- 
mental principles certain well 
defined doctrines plainly reveal- 
ed in the Scriptures. These 
doctrines have always been 
the object of assault on the part 
of the enemies of Divinely in- 
spired truth. q 

My purpose of this article is 
to notice some of the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Bible 
and the folly of some of the ob- 
jections to them. ; 

The Inspiration of the Bible 

The sacred Scriptures claim 
to have been written by men 


‘ divinely inspired. ‘“ Holy men of 


old wrote as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.” “All Scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of 
God and is profitable.” 

The late William J. Bryan had 
the following to say on the sub- 
ject: 

“Orthodox Christians believe 
in plenary inspiration; that is, 
that all of the Bible was given 


-by inspiration. They believe in 


verbal inspiration .that is, that 
the words used in the orignal 
manuscripts were the. actual 
words of God as spoken by holy 
men of God, as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.’ They ac- 
cept the Bible as true and di- 
vinely inspired, beginning with 
belief in God as Creator of all 
things, continuing Ruler of the 
universe which He made, and 
Heavenly Father to all His chil- 
dren. They believe that God is a 
personal God, who loves, and is 
interested in, all His creatures. 
They believe that He revealed 
His will unto men, and they ac- 
cept the testimony of the writers 
of the Bible when they declare 
that the Holy Ghost spoke 
through them or through those 
whom they quote. 

Those who deny that the 
Bible is true and infallible may 
be divided into several groups. 

First: atheists reject the Bible 
because they deny the existence 
of God. Believing that there isno 
God, they are consistent in be- 
lieving that there is no Bible or 
Word of God. 

Second: agnostics profess ig- 
norance; they do not know 
whether there is a God with a 
will to reveal. Darwin was con- 
sistent when, in a letter written 
in his old age, after he declared 
himself an agnostic, he also de- 
clared that he believed there 
never had been any revelation. 
It is useless to argue either with 
‘an atheist or agnostic in favor 








of an inspired Bible. They must 
first be brought to believe in a 
God before it is worth while to 
talk to them about God’s Word 
—although the Bible itself is 
proof of the existence of God. 

Third: there are some who 
believe in God but do not believe 
that He ever revealed His will to 
men except through Nature. 
They profess to know God 
through what they call Nature, 
and through Nature alone. 

Where the Real Conflict Lies 

Here are three classes made 
up of those who deny that the 
Bible is an inspired book, but 
they are not the ones who are 
to-day doing the greatest harm. 
The atheists are few in number, 
relatively speaking, and are so 
unreasonable as to exert little 
influence. Their denial of the 
existence of God in the face of 
over-whelming evidence that 
He does exist discredits their 
intelligence and reduces their 
influence to a minimum. 

The agnostics by professing 
ignorance, forfeit their right to 
advise on the subject. They be- 
come a mere negative force, un- 
willing to accept the evidence in 
favor of the existence of God, 
and yet confessedly unable _ to 
furnish proof of the non-exist- 
ence of God. And, as they do 
not attempt to prove that there 
is no God, they cannot consis- 
tently asset that the Bible is 
not the revealed will of God. 
They simply do not know. 

And so with those who affirm 
belief in God but deny all revel- | 
ation. Their denial of a_ revel- 
ation rests upon an assumption 
that God would not speak di- 
rectly to man, which is com- 
batted by proof that God did 
actually speak to man, as 
proved not only by the words 
themselves but by the influence 
the words have exerted on 
hearts and lives. The Christian 
need not be alarmed by any ef- | 
forts that can be put forth by 
the members of the third class 
—those who deny all _inspira- 
tion or refuse to believe in any 
inspiration. 

The real conflict to-day is be- 
tween those, on one hand, who 
believe in God, in the Bible as 
the Word of God, and in Christ 
as the Son of God, and _ believe 
that the Bible is inspired only in 


Whether one trusts in his own 
judgment as to the truthfulness 
of a passage, or trusts the judg- 
ment of some one else who 
denies the truthfulness of a 
passage, he is, in fact trusting 
his own judgment, because 1f he 
does not rely on his own judg- 
ment in rejecting the passage it 
is his own judgment that sub- 
stitutes the authority of the in- 
dividual selected by him for the 
authority of the Bible. 

It need hardly be added that 
such a rejection of the Bible, 
however the objector tries to 
limit it, is equivalent to a total 
rejection of the Bible as an 
authority, because an authority 
which is subject to be overruled 
on any point on any subject by 
anybody who cares to take the 
responsibility of overruling it, 
ceases to be of real value. 

To illustrate: The orthodox 
Christian says to his child: The 
Bible is the Word of God. It con- 
tains the truth about the = sci- 
ence of how to live, and all the 
truth that it is necessary for one 
to know. Accept it and follow it, 
and it will be ‘a lamp to your 
feet and a light to your path.’ 
Trust it and you will make no 
mistake. : 

What is the attitude of the 
parent who believes that the 
Bible contains error? It “de- 
pends upon how much error he 
thinks there isin the Bible— 
that is, how ‘liberal’ he is. If he 
thinks that the errors outweigh 
the truth that the Bible con- 
tains, he will not care to have 
his child read it at all. If, like 
some of the modernists, he 
spends so much time finding 
fault with ‘some of the so-callea 
errors that he does not have 
time to quote the parts which 
he thinks probably, if not actu- 
ally, true, the child will not like- 
ly desire to read it. By the time: 


‘they considered the Bible mes- 





the child is sixteen, it may think 


itself able to decide Bible ques- | 
tions for itself and following its 
parents’s example, do some re-| 
jecting on its own responsibility. 
The tendency of the human 
mind is to be consistent; there- 
fore, when, for any reason, one 
eliminates a passage from the 
Bible, he generally proceeds to 
eliminate all other passages to | 
which the same objections ap- 
ply. The usual starting point, to- 
day. is the Mosaic account of 
Man’s creation; this is elim- 
inated on the ground that it is 
inconsistent with the hypothesis 
of evolution. The same reason- 
ing eliminated the miraculous 
and the supernatural if carried 
to its logical conclusion. The 
Fall of man is next denied and, 
with it, the Atonement. Then the 
Virgin Birth is eliminated on the 
ground that it is miraculous and 
supernatural. By the time the 
modernist has brought the Sav- 
iour down to the stature of a 
man and then brought man 
down to a brute ancestry, he is 
ready to deny the bodily resur- 
rection of Christ and leave Him 
entombed with the other dead. 
When the miracles and the su- 
pernatural are taken from the 
Bible, and its Christ robbed of 
the glory of a virgin birth, of the 
majesty of deity, and of the 
triumph of a resurrection there 
is little left in the Bible to make 
it worth reading—certainly not 
enough to justify one in pat- 
terning his life after it or in 
carrying it to heathen lands. 
The rejection of the doctrine 
of inspiration is a complacent 
sort of philosophy, that leaves 
those who adopt this view at 
liberty to spend upon their own 
pleasure time and money that 
they would feel it a duty to use 
for the spread of Christianity if

They really transfer the pre- 
sumption of infallibility from 
the Bible to themselves, for 
either they say,'‘I believe this 
part of the Bible to be untrue 
because my Own reason or miy 
own judgment tells me that it is 
untrue,’ or they say, ‘I believe ‘it 
untrue because So-and-So, in

His father has paid him out of 
jail several times. He does not 
love his parents, he talks harsh 
to them and they have lost con- 
fidence in him. The other boy 
cares for his parents in their old

Reason teaches us that the 
father would naturally have an 
affection for this boy beyond 
that which he has for the other 
boy. 

While the elder brothers of 
Joseph hated him and did every- 
thing in their power against 
him, he still loved and cared for 


his father and was obedient to | 
his demands. 


One day Jacob sent Joseph on 
an errand to see how the other 
sons were getting along. Joseph 
did not object, and: say, “The 
boys hate me and I would 
rather not go,” nv, but he set 
out on the long journey, just 
because he wanted to be obe- 
dient, energetic and faithful in 
that which was placed on him 
to do, and he did it with all his 
might. He did not return to his 
father when he in his first at- 
tempt failed to find his brothers, 
but he inquired and continued 
his journey until he found them. 
If he had not diligently per- 
formed his task, his effort 
would have been in vain.

Introduction: I cannot think 
of anything more needed among 
professing Christians of today 
than actual performance. One 
only has to open his eyes and 
behold conditions as they are 
to see that we are living in a 
time when the words of Jesus, 
(“They say and do not,” Matt. 
23:3.) are very applicable. 

The modern religion consists 
only of church clubs, leagues, 
and other social functions, to- 
gether with dead forms, re- 
cited prayers, and memorized 
sermons, and a somewhat Phar- 
isaical look on Sunday. The 
thought of professing and play- 
ing Christianity seems to be 
prevalent everywhere, but little 
thought is given to performance. 
This formal hypocritical spirit 
is not only prevailing in the 
modern churches, but is_ steal- 
ing its way into holiness move- 
ments and even threatens the 
Church of God. 

It cannot be said that the 
cause of non-performance of 
the will of God is a lack of 
knowledge. The average church 
member will confess that he 
knows much more than he 
demonstrates in his every day 
life. He expects to get better 
some day and is constantly neg- 
lecting the present. He sets the 
Christ like life as a goal for him | 
to attain, rather than the! 
demonstrated fact of every day | 
Christian living, beginning now. | 

Jesus gives us the idea that! 
we may have our knowledge in- , 
creased as we perform or put) 
into practice that which we} 
have already learned. “If any 
man will do his will he shall | 
know of the doctrine.” ‘Fhe re-| 
ligion that was pictured out by | 
Jesus was a religion of perform- | 
ance, and all his teaching was! 
to that end. His apostles like- 
wise taught obedience as_ is 
shown in our text, James 1:22. 
“But be ye doers of the word 
and not hearers only, deceiving 
your own selves.” Let us con- 
template the words of the text: 

Doers of the Word 


The word, doers in this in- 
stance is taken from the Greek 
word, ‘“poy-ay-tace,” which 
means, ‘a performer.” This 
shows what a true Christian 
should be upon the stage of ac- 
tion in this life. As the co-, 
median performs or acts out his | 
part in a play, as the salesman | 
demonstrates his articles to} 
show that it is as advertised, ' 
and as the inventor puts his! 
idea into a reality, so must the; 
Christian demonstrate a Chris- | 
tian life each day, by doing, per- | 
forming, or putting into practice | 
the Word of God. 

The Word of God was not} 
given to mankind for a decor- 
ation to his library, nor to sat- 
isfy his curiosity regarding 
the history of the past, but it 
was given for instruction and 
correction and we cannot be 
corrected by it only as we apply 
it to ourselves and put it into 
practice. It has been said that, 
“practice makes perfect,” and I 
am fully persuaded that a prac- 
tice of the Word of God will 
lead in that direction. 

The wonderful story of  sal- 
vation has been proclaimed over 
and over again. Through the, 
message of the preacher, the 
testimony of the layman and the 
pen of the writer and yet the re- 
sult is not what it should be. 
What is the matter? Can you

tell? The people have listened to 
big stories that have proven un- 
true, advertisements that were 
fakes, and have been hum- 
bugged by fake testimonials 
until nothing short of a_ real 
demonstration will attract them. 

Merchafits and manutfactur- 
ers have long ago found out 
that the best, and about the only 
way to get a new article on the 
market is to send a man around 
to demonstrate it and show the 
people what it will actually do. 
When the public is convinced 
that it contains all that is claim- 
ed for it, a sale is easily made. 
So it is with the religion of 
Christ. When people see it so 
clearly demonstrated in the 
lives of professors that there is 
no doubt of its reality many will 
accept it. 

The reason that there is no 
more success in the heathen 
lands today is that they are 
taught good doctrine without 
seeing it demonstrated. The 
doctrine of Buddha embraces 
many wonderful teachings of 
benefit to the human family, 
such as; Do not kiil; Do not 
steal; Do not commit adultery; 
Do not lie; Do not give way to 
drunkenness, and that the great- 
est virtue is benevolence. Con- 
fucianism likewise has some 
good moral lessons attached to 
it. And let me say also that even 
Mohammedenism with all its ad- 
versity to Christianity has some 
good teaching, yet all of these 
fail to meet the need of the na- 
tives because th-y are simply a 
“What to do,” without a “How 
to do.” This is not true with us 
for we know how to perform 
our religion. Let us do it. 

Not Hearers Only. 


All of the great men of the 
Bible have been hearers and 
doers of the Word. Abraham 
proved his faith by his works 
and this is the only way that we 
know that he had the faith. 
James tells us that faith with- 
out works is dead, that is, it 
ceases to exist. There is no such 
thing as faith unless it be dem- 
onstrated with work. i 

Then consider Jacob as he 
moves at God’s command and 
returns to Bethel. Look in Heb. 
11. at the catalog of faithful 
heroes and you will find that 
they were all men who DID 
things. This is to be a _ true 
characteristic of all those who 
know God, for, “The people that 
do know their God shall be 
strong, and do exploits.” Dan. 
11:32. We too may possess 
strength and do things, if we 
know our God. 

The Blessing Pronounced 

But whoso looketh into the 
perfect law of liberty, and con- 
tinueth therein, he being not a 
forgetful Hearer, but a doer of 
the word, this man _ shall be 
blessed in his deed. James 1:25. 
The margin says, “Doing,” so 
we understand by this that the 
old saying, “In duty we are 
blessed,” is certainly true. I do 
not think that there is a bless- 
ing promised anywhere outside 
of duty. 

All who have ever put the 
spoken or written, Word of God, 
into action and shown their 
faith by their works have been 
duly compensated, not only af- 
ter the work was done but while 
it was being done.

world’s need of Christianity an 
imperative need. 

The Bible’s inspiration is 
proved in many ways. Prophe- 
cies fulfilled are proof that those 
who uttered the prophecies were 
inspired. The harmony existing 
between Bible writers separ- 
ated by centuries is proof that 
the same Spirit revealed to them 
the truths which they recorded. 
The truths which the Bible con- 
tains—truths vindicated in the 
lives of thousands of millions of 
people, millions of whom have 
died in defense of those truths— 
are the strongest evidence pos- 
sible. 


The inspiration of the Bible is 
also proved by the fact that, 
while progress has been made 
along all.other lines, no progress 
has been made in the matters of 
which it treats. We go back to 
the Old Testament for the 
foundation of our statute law, 
and to the Sermon on the 








our spiritual development. The 
words of fishermen and other 
of the common people to-day 
outweigh in influence the teach- 
ings of Grecian philosophers 
and the wise men of other an- 
cient civilization. Why? Because 
they spoke as they were in- 
spired. 

Personal experience, also, 
testifies to the truth of the Bible. 
God’s Word has given indomi- 
table purpose and_ invincible 
strength to those who relied up- 
on it; to those who trusted in it, 
it has brought peace ‘that pass- 
eth understanding;’ and it is the 
only hope of peace in the war- 
worn world. The Bible works 
miracles to-day; it lifts up the 
fallen and infuses a passion for 
service into hearts that were be- 
fore overflowing with  selfish- 
ness. ‘By their fruits ye shall 
know them,’ and the fruits of 
the Bible prove its Divine ori- 
gin. It points the way to God and 
to Christ, and gives us the only 


vex our hearts and perplex the 
world, namely: Thou. shalt love 
the Lord with all thy heart, 


as thyself. 


REVEALED DOCTRINE 


The Bible is the only Book 
that gives the Christians con- 
ception of God; it is the only 
Book that tells us of Christ and 
His mission. When faith in the 
Bible’s veracity is destroyed, we 
have no God to worship or. to 
fear, and no Christ to save by 

His blood and to guide by His 
heaven-born wisdom. 


The world never needed an 





evangelistic Gospel more than 
it does to-day: and evangelism, 
it must be remembered, dies 
when the Bible ceases to be ac- 
cepted as the revealed will of 
God. 

Scripture Declares Christ’s 

Deity 

The Bible, from beginning to 
end, teaches the deity of Christ. 
In the Old Testament, His com- 
ing is foretold and His Divine 
character is plainly announced. 
Seven hundred years before His 
incarnation, Isaiah said, ‘He 
shall be called Mighty God, the 
everlasting Father;’ Isaiah de- 
scribes also the substitutionary

siah. 


Matthew announces the Vir- 
gin Birth of Jesus. who was to 
‘save his people from their sins.’ 
Luke describes in greater detail 
the conception.of Jesus by the 
Holy Ghost and says that ‘of 
a kingdom there shall be no 
end.’ 


The Gospel of John begins: 


| ‘In the beginning was the Word,

ion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the 
cross. Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted him, and given 
him a name which is above ev- 
ery name. That at the name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, 
of things in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the 
earth; And that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. (Phil. 2:7-11.) | 

Again the great apostle says: 
‘For it pleased the Father that 
in him should all fulness dwell.’ 
(Col. 1:19), and, ‘In him dwell- 
eth all the fullness of the god- 
head bodily.’ (Col. 2:9). 

Christ laid claim to power 
that only God could possess. In 
John’s Gospel we read: ‘Jesus 
answered, Your father Abraham 
rejoiced to see my day: and he 
saw it, and was glad. Then said 
the Jews unto him, Thou art 
not yet fifty years old, and hast 
thou seen Abraham? Jesus said 
unto them Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, before Abraham was, 
I am.’ (John 8:56-58.) 

Here we have His own declar- 
ation as to His existence with 
the Father before He took upon 
Himself the form of man and 
suffered Himself a sacrifice for 
the sins of mankind. 

At the conclusion of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, the people 
recognized that He spoke ‘as 
one having authority, and not 
as the scribes.’ This assumption 
of authority was manifest in 
all His utterances. From - the 
very beginning, He not only 
spoke with authority, but He 
exercised authority, driving the 
money-changers out of the 
Temple because they had made 
His Father’s house a den of 
thieves; casting out devils and 
rebuking the devilish in man, 
as when He brought an indict- 
ment against those who ‘de- 
vour widows’ houses and for a 
pretense make long prayers. 

The Virgin Birth 

Was Christ, as the Bible says, 
conceived of the Holy Ghost 
and born of the Virgin Mary, or 
was He son of Joseph or some 
other man? The differences of 
opinion on this subject do not 
turn on questions of evidence, 
because the evidence is all on 
one side. 

In the first place, we have the 
record of Matthew, who says: 
Now the birth of Jesus Christ 
was on this wise: When, as his 
mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came _ to- 
gether, she was found with 
child of the Holy Ghost. Then 
Joseph her husband, being a 
just man, and not willing to 
make her a publick example, was 
minded to put her away privily. 
But while he thought on .these 
things, behold, the angel of :the 
Lord appeared unto him in a 
dream, saying, Joseph, thou son 
of David, fear not to take unto 
thee Mary thy wife: for that 
which ‘is conceived in her is of 
the Holy Ghost. And she shall 
bring forth a son, and thou shalt 
call his name Jesus: for he shall 
save his people from their sins. 
Now all this was done, that it 
might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the 
prophet, saying behold, a_ vir- 
gin shall be with child, and shal) 
bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name Emmanuel, which 
being interpreted is, God with 
us (1:18-23). 

There is no ambiguity about 
the language. It is not a matter 
of interpretation, and the state-| 
ment cannot be attributed to 
an error made in the copying of 
the autograph manuscripts. 
The statement is true or false, 
And so with the record found in 
Luke: And in the sixth month 
the angel Gabriel was sent from 
God unto a city of Gallilee, 
named Nazareth, to a_ virgin 
espoused to a man whose name 
was Joseph, of the house of 
David; and the virgin’s name 
was Mary. And the angel came 
in unto her, and said, Hail, thou 
that art highly favored, the Lord 
is with thee; blessed art thou 
among women. And when she 
saw him, she was troubled at 
his saying, and cast in her mind 
what manner of salutation this 
should be. And the angel said 
unto her, Fear not, Mary; for 
thou hast found favor with God. 
And, behold 
in thy womb, and bring forth a

SUS. He shall be great, and 


thou shalt conceive |: 


and of his kingdom there. shall 
be no end. Then said Mary unto 
the angel, How shall this be, 
seeing I know not a man?

(1:26-37). 

Here, too, there is no doubt 
about the language used or 
about the meaning of the lan- 
guage. It is either true or false. 

Those who deny the Virgin 
Birth make no attempt to con- 
trovert the language or its 
meaning. What do the modern- 
ists say? A well-known New 
York preacher who can , fairly 
be accepted as an exponent of 
the modernist or liberal side 
thus presents the views of those 
who refuse to accept the record 
of Matthew and Luke as true: 
But side by side with them 
(orthodox Christians) in the 
evangelical churches is a group 
of equally loyal and reverent 
people who would say that the 
Virgin Birth is not to be ac- 
cepted as an historic fact. To 
believe in Virgin Birth as an ex- 
planation of great personality 
is one of the familiar ways in 
which the ancient world was 
accustomed to account for un- 
usual superiority. Many people 
suppose that only once in his- 
tory do we run across a record 
of supernatural birth * * * 
There are within the evangel- 
ical churches large groups of 
people whose opinion about 
our Lord’s coming would run as 
follows: those first disciples 
adored Jesus—as we do: when 
they thought about His coming 
they were sure that He came 
specially from God—as we are; 
this adoration and conviction 
they associated with God’s 
special influence and intention 
to his birth—as we do; but they 
phrased it in terms of biological 
miracle that our modern minds 
cannot use. 

The explanation, it will be 
seen, is that ‘the first disciples 
adored Jesus,’ that ‘they were 
sure that He came _ specially 
from God,’ and that ‘this ador- 
ation and conviction they as- 
sociated with God’s special in- 
fluence and intention in His 
birth;’ but that ‘they phrased it 
in terms of a biological miracle 
that our modern minds cannot 
use.’ These words follow lan- 
guage that indicates that the 
story of a Virgin Birth was 
made up—suggested by a like 
explanation in the birth of 
great personalities, or, to use 
the modernist’s own language: 
‘To believe in Virgin Birth as an 
explanation of great personal- 
ity is one of the familiar ways 
in which the ancient world was 
accustomed to account for un- 
usual superiority.’ : 

The modernists have no evi- 
dence to offer to contradict the 
Bible record. In not a single one 
of the sixty-six books of the 
Bible can they find a sentence, 
word or syllable to justify a re- 
jection of the explicit language 
of Matthew and Luke. On the 
contrary, there is in the seventh 
chapter of Isaiah a prophecy 
(quoted by Matthew) that fore- 
tells this very event: ‘Behold a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear 
a son, and shall call his name

ously adopted in 1921. It was 
well stated at the time it was 
| presented by the moderator as 
| follows: “Remember this is not 
| setting forth any laws or creeds 
| that are binding us. We are only 
| setting forth that which we 
, have been practising for years.” 
We continue of the same honest 
opinion and that the minutes of 
the various Assemblies are only 
the written record of what the 
supreme ‘governing body of the 
Church considers and believes 
the Holy Bible to teach, there- 
fore we unitedly claim and re- 
tain the Bible as the nearest and 
dearest of all books and con- 
tinue to stand by the time and 
God honored declaration: “The 
Church of God stands for the 
whole Bible rightly divided. The 
New Testament is the only rule 
for government and discipline.”
